Zech-Nenntwich offered his full story to "Der Splegel™ but the
price asked was so exorbitant that the weekly paper refused to
consider it. Finally they aéreed to publish a one-page st.ory,vithA
plcture, for which they paifd over DM 1,000.

In a letter to Chancellor Adensuer dated 13 January 1950, Hills
bei Krefeld, Merkt 8, Herr Zech gives the following details of his

pest:
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" I was a member of Section MI 5 (counter ~-intell,} znd worked es an
interrogation officier in tha Segregaticn Sedtion. To this section, which worked
closely-together with the Americen Secret Servi€e Sedtion (BSS) , I belongedli&
from 1 Jasuary 1944, under the name Dr. Nansen, as an interrogation officier,
fram 1 July 1945 as Chi>f of an Investigation and Locating Section, after I
flew from Stockholm to London on 20 October 1943. In November 1945 on orders of
the Fareign Office, my Section Chief, Colonel Kettler, was transferred to Calro.
Kettler, whon I knevw personally, asked me to go with him tc Cairo as his persopal
assistant. I objected because I wanted to returh to Germany at once. In a '
&onference,with the Section Chief 1;' the Foreign Office, it vas mgreed to release
me from service and return me to Germamy. On the 22nd of November 1945, I flew
from London to Bad Oynhausen (Eritish headquarters). The British planned at the _
time to sét up a Germah political police under British supervision. I was supposed
to take over the branch for "cqmbating communist activities" in this police force.
By Allied agreement, poiitical police under German control wes forbldden at this
time. Thus, the plan collapsed.The activities of a politicel police remained
under the British unit 7 CCU (FSS).

At the end of Jamuary 1945 I was introduced to Sr. Lebr by Captain Beavers,
the 7 CCU (FSS) officier stationed in Ditsseldorf, After I requested Captain
Beavers to leave us alone, I told Ir, Lehr who I réally vas and that I considered
it my principal mission to serve German interests, I repeated this in the
presence of Dr, Wandersleb who later took part in the conversatdon.

I later took up residence at Hils bei Krefeld where T had lived wntil
1938 andvstill live with my family. After one March 1946 I had my office in
Dtigseldorf, I saw as my first job the neutralizing of all the little scandel-
mongers who sat in the office of the Cberpriésidium and in other offices; becuuse
with their knowingly false reporting to the security authorities of the occupying
pove;, they made difficult orderly administrat%y; wofk and, by "poisoning the

sorings" hurt the relationship of the occupying pover to the German administration!
